aTTARTZ— WILL OUE MINES PAY ? 

^"Will thoquuilz mines of British Col- 
Binbia paj? Is snfBciont, bnoTVD of tliem 
for capitalists to invest? These are ques- 
tions wliioli give rise to varioas opinions. 
When no definite solntion of a question is 
fixed there is always diversity of opiu- 
ions. The confident and aanguino hiiTe 
formed their conclnsiona; but the doubt- 
ing and careful havo yet to seo furthei 
develdpmeutB before they decide. To 
say positively that our quartz minea will 
pay, is to assert a thing which at present 
■ cannot bo established; but by etatistics 
from reliable eourcos in referenco to simi- 
lar enterprises in other couutrieB materials 
may be obtained upon which to bast, an 
opinion and answer tha query with un 
approximate degree of correctness. Min- 
ing enterprises, above all others, uro the 
most risky inrestmonts; but tho imaiouso 
profits in many instances olTor iniluce- 
ments which havo a maguotiying power to 
draw capital to thorn, however lenioto 
and difficult of access the location may 
bo. The history of tho early days of 
mining gives ample proofs of raoklosaucsB 
in many mining ventures, and though 
denrly bought through uufortunato specu- 
lations have not dett^rred the capitalist 
from Bcekin.g new fields equally risky in 
which to embark. Tho IJlack Hills in 
Dakota are now, by greoent dovolopDoeut.s 
in quartzlodes, attracting capital to them, 
whioh will soon prove whothor tboy are 
valuable or not; and if a profitablo field 
should open up, California eapitilists 
will naturally turn their attention to them 
ill preference to foreign investmentH. lu 
order to divert the attention of the men 
eyedmonof San Frunoiaoo, British Ool- 
tlinbianB, to a certain extent, will bavo to 
develop the quartz mines of Cariboo, and 
by proving their value give them a favor- 
able reputation abroad. There is amp'e 
capital in tho Province to do this; but 
the doubt in tho minds of many as to the 
proof of tho investment is the greatest 
obstacle. There are many who are with 
out the facilities, or who havo not taken 
the trouble to procure statistical informa- 
tion to aid them in deciding hotwoon two 
opinions. Wo would direct their atten- 
tion to a few extracts taken from J. Eoss 
Browne'sJ''Eesourcc5 of the|Pacific States 
and Territoiios" — a cleverly written vol 
uma of over 800 pages, published in 18G9, 
acknowledged to be tho most comijloto as 
well as the most reliable book published 
on the mines and minerals, climate, topo- 
graphy, agriculture, onmmeroe, mann- 
fsoturesand miscallaneous productions of 
tho States and Territories west of tho 
Rooky Mountains.

OOHSTmrCIOK AMEimUEXS BIZiL. 

The debate on the Eecond reading of 
this Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Mara said that the Ojiposition ad- 
mitted that tho existing reprosoufation 
was unjust to many constituencieg, and 
ho considered tho Government had adopt- 
ed a bold and vigorous policy in intro- 
ducing the present measure to thoroughly 
sweep away the osisting evils and inaugn- 
rato a new order of things. The Bill 
provided for a rciuljustmont of the dis- 
tricts and an increase of reproaeutation. 
Wiih reference to the latter matter tho 
hon. gontlemau aaid that the argument of 
tho loader of the Opposition was absurd 
that there should ODly be 12 members in 
tho House, because of that number four 
would be paid executive ofEoers, who 
would only want tho support of two other 
members to enablo them to continuo in 
powor for an oudleas period. Thoy would 
not bo responsible to the people, bocauso 
thoy would be in a position to carry any 
measure they thought fit, no matter how 
bad. Tho leader of the Opposition had, 
it would be remembered, increased the 
possible number of executive oflicors when 
ho was in powor. Whan Mr. Ivobson, 
formerly member for Nanaimo, introduc- 
ed a BUI to giro that di.strict an extra 
member, Mr. Walkem had voted against 
tho Bill, giving for his reason the fact 
that a general redistribution would bo 
necessary within a year or two. Tho Bill 
was rejaoted by a strictly Mainland vote, 
probably because tho Bill intended to in- 
crea.se tho Island ropresontation without 
doing tho aamo to that of the Mainland. 
Tho hon. leader of tho Opposition at that 
time had freely admitted tho necessity of 
a redistribution and iuoreased representa- 
tion, and cvon now ho favored giving Na- 
naimo an additional member and Gaasiar 
one, as well ns an additional member for 
Cariboo Taking into cousiderrtion tho 
increased population of Now Wf.'itiniustor 
District tho Isader of the Oppcsilion ulsu 
admitted that on increased roproiantation 
there was justillablo. ThoOppoaitiou there- 
fore could not fairly state that they object- 
ed to the pi'inoiple of tho Bill, because 
out of the iuoroftse propossd by the 
Government they favored at le.ist 
four additional members. Tho hoc. 
gontloman (Mr. M.) nls« maintained that 
an increase would prove of great benefit 
because he contended, and it could not 
be denied, that it would bo much harder 
to corrupt 33 members than simply 25. 
Sir John A. Macdonald has givun it as 
his opinion that to have an lionost and 
pure government an increaao was neces- 
sary, nnd tho represontation, thoruforo, 
should bo as largo and comprtihousivo as 
the country could aCford to pay for. Ho 
also contended that the bill would induou 
a better class of men to oomefonrard,and 
ho aigued that tho subdivision of various 
districts was positively necassary to en- 
able a member to visit and personally in- 
terview his constituents. At present it 
was morally impoaaiblo unless a member 
was of indei5ondont moans, to travel fre- 
quently from end to end of several of tke 
large districts so as to ascertain the wants 
of constituents. With reference to the 
increase of mileage the hon. gentleman 
contended that tho sum of S750 would 
fully cover the matter and that that sum 
would bo far more than counter-balanced 
by the large amount which would bo saved 
by tho proposed measure in tho shapo of 
indemnity and for carrying bdllot-boxes. 
By the subdivision of districts the last 
item would be almost entirely swept out. 
AVith reference further to tho subdivision 
of large districts, ho contended that tho 
principle was good because it onubled 
members to bo independent of one an- 
other and it prevented the Govornmont 
from being put in the awkwud position 
of having three members for a district 
joining together and saying that if c«rt«in 
public works within their diitrict were 
not constructed tucy would go into oppo- 
sition. The people had had to pay tho 
piper for usoleas public works construct- 
ed because Goverument supporters de- 
manded them. (Hear, hear.) The hon. 
gentleman then went on to allude te the 
asiertion of the Opposition that the Gov- 
ernment would ho hurled from power 
directly they introduced a system of just 
taxation. But whst was the result ? The 
Government was strongar after the tux 
bills had been passed than ever before, 
and it would bo found that the Govern- 
ment would gain yet additional strength 
and popularity by extending to tho poo- 
plo a more equitable systoni of represen- 
tation. (Cheer*.) The hon. gentleman, 
after briefly alluding to the success of the 
policy of tho Government to develop tho 
mineral wealth of the country, resumed 
his seat amid loud applause. 

Mr. Ash accused the present Minister 
of Finauoo of being one of the strongest 
supporters on a former occasion of a pro- 
posed increase of indemnity. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the statoment 
was quite untrue. He had taken a pro 
cisely opi)08ito course. 

Mr. Ash, continuing, charactorizod tho 
Bill as a measure of roveugo. 

Mr. Fisher supported the measure, and 
pointed out tho absurdity of the state- 
ments of the Opposition, which were in 
effect that tho Bill woald ensure tho do- 
feat of the government and that the 
House M'onld support un inoreaso of pay. 
If by tho Bill tho Opposition wero sure 
to regain power, the present govornmont 
would not then have at their ofltiou the 
increase of indemnity; so the two state- 
men t.s conflicted and full to tho ground. 
Tho g(jveruuieiit had ou former occasions 
been taunted becauso they did not intro- 
duce a measure to provide extra represen- 
tation for Nanaimo and Cassiiir. The 
additional expense in connection with 
elections to be held under the new Bill 
would be very trifling, because as a rule 
it did not cost more to return five mem- 
bers for a constituency than it did toolect 
three. Kootenay, ho contended, if iu 
England, would bo diafranchissd nltogo 
thar; tho district was too corrupt and too 
small, but ho did not see how the oipenso 
of elections there could be reduced by 
taking one of her members away. Tho 
better plan would be to take bpth. 

Mr. Gallagher — If Kootenay is corrupt, 
she got it from Victoria. 

Mr. Fisher did not propose to »rguo 
that point, because it would bo said if 
Victoria is corrupt she go it from Esqui- 
malt. (Laughter.) Tho hon. gontl emau 
then went at some length into tho ques- 
tion of representation based on popula- 
tion; and showed distinctly that noithoi- 
in England nor elsewhere was population 
regarded as a strict critorion. Tho object 
of the proposed measure appeared to him 
to be to secure to every district and every 
interest a, fair representation on the lloor 
of the House, and he could not regard 
that an "unjust tampering with tho con- 
stitution," as the Bill had been termed by 
the Opposition. The hon. gentleman 
then reviewed tlje pirona^staaces cionneot* 
ed yrith the Yale bonviintidQ^ ' Oonfedora- 



tiou, and the inauguration of responsible 
government, and in conclusion expressed 

his satisfaction at tho subdivision of largo 
districts, each subdivision returning ono 
member. Ua rej^'rotted tho violent por- 
soualitiea resorted lo by tho Opposition, 
and expreESid his pity for tho men who 
had the heart to conduct a debate ou such 
a basis. 

Mr. Humphreys objected to the Bill on 
tho ground that it was not at present ne- 
cessary, and thought instead of calling 
the measure an Act to obtain « more 
equitnblo roprescntation of tho pooplo, it 
• hould huvo been called an Act to enablo 
tho government to recoup thoir waning 
strength. He regretted that a sweeping 
organic clinngo was proposed to be effect- 
ed without first obtaining the consent of 
the people to such action, nnd hon, mem- 
bers would find tfiat jjublio moatings 
would yet be held throughout tho entire 
country condemuiug tho mea.suro aud 
the gentlemen who iutroducod it. Ho pre- 
dicted that public opinion would 
rise to such u hoight that before 
long tho government would be sunk into 
perpetual oblivion. Ho challenged the 
government to accuse him of ono ignoble 
thought or deed aud passed a eulogy on 
his political course, couoluding with an 
nssortion that if over the Bill came into 
effect its result would bo the very oppo- 
site nnticiijatod by tho government. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that last session 
the govornmont hud given notice of itsiu- 
toution to introduce a Bill to reviso tho 
roproseutation of tho country. It was at 
that time simply intended to give Oassiar 
a member and Nanaimo un ailiiitiannl ono. 
Since then, however, it had boon discov- 
orod that a measure making only tlioso 
two alterations would not meet ' tho ro- 
quiromeut.s of the country. It had there- 
fore been determined to postpone tho in- 
troduction uf tho meaauro until tho pros 
ont sfni:,ii.ii, so iho cry of the Opposiiiun 
that tlieJJill was onuhu.stlly iiiLroihicod to 
preserve t lin governnieiU in ollico wa.s a 
most absuril one. (Hear.) Although tho 
Opposition piofessed to olijuctto llio i)ro 
posed increa.so of luemberB, an analysis of 
thoir statements skowed that in reality 
out of oightthoy wero in favor of tivo more 
mombors, Tho hou. member for Comox, 
who opposed tho Bill, also admitted that 
thu subdivison of largo district, each sub- 
divisiion returning its own mumbor, was a 
wise proviMion. A ve.-y clcarminded, far- 
seeing; and putriolic guutlomau, Dr. Hol- 
mcken, had given it as his opinion at the 
time the Constitution Act was framed be- 
fore Confederation, that to arrive at a 
pure .state of respouaiblo go^p^'ument in 
this Province, it would ba niT ^^^ry to 
have at least some 50 or GO mea. .j^yj more 
in tho House. With aHouso of tne pres- 
ent liraitd number, the Opposition fre- 
quently comprised men of an aspiring, 
ambitiousand unsarupulous nature, who, 
in thoir efforts to secure office, seriously 
embarrasicd the govei ument aud imped- 
ed public bu>iiic;:s. It could icarcely be 
othorwisu, that with a Houao of 25 mem- 
bera any goverument could havo laoro 
than a justi^orcopiiblo majority. But the 
measure under di.'^cussion woald remedy 
this state of affairs to ii great degree ond 
enable any government to resist un- 
due presBuro, which it could not do with 
a majority of only two or three. 
Tho argument of tho opposition that 33 
members would result iu more undue 
pressure than now existed with 25 mom- 
bers was absurd, beoause with sub-divid- 
ed districts eaeb returning a member, 
thoro would bo no such thing as three or 
four colloaguoH formiug a compact to op- 
poRn a gorerniuont unless c«rittiu conces- 
sions wore made them. Each mombar 
would have the interests of his individual 
district t j fight for fairly and justly, and 
a governmeut with u majority of possibly 
7 or 8 would not feel the elTects of the 
loss of a vote or so because a member 
could not obtain everything ho asked for. 
Tlius it would 1)0 soon that responsible 
government in tho Province without au 
iucrc'ir.o of ropresontation would never be 
tt suocoss. Tho faction-! struggle for place 
of tho opposition hod held the House up 
to ridiculb during the last few days and 
tho Assembly had almost become a byo- 
word and a reproach in this city, but with 
a larger House a bettor class of legisla- 
tion would rusult. (Hour hear.) With ro- 
forenco to tho rodistrihution of seats the 
government had found that tho country 
was not in n position to iocroaso the coat 
of legislation aud the Bill provided for 
tlie circumstance by reducing tho indem- 
nity paid to luoiubora somo SI, 700, \[ilo- 
ago would, however, be iucroaaod in the 
aggrogato uoiuo .^750; there would thus be 
a clear saving of nearly ijl,000. Election 
would not, as contended, cost more, for 
there would be no travelling expenses to 
pay in connectian.with the collection of 
ballot-boxes. Each small district would 
bavo its own polling place in its coutre, 
nnd instead of an increased expsnaa un- 
der tho head of elociioua a small decrease 
would bo found percoptiblo. It was ab- 
surd for tho opi)osiliou to argue that tho 
now HouBO would immodiatoly it met in- 
croaso members' indemnity to the present 
figure, because in future every govern- 
luont would iind it uoceasarj' to kooo its 
oxpoudituro within tho limit of its in- 
come and that neco.-isity would be a sufli- 
aient answer to any member who desired 
to increase the indemnity. It would not 
do for governments to go ou in the future 
u8 had been done in the past, spending 
double their income. (Hear, hear.) More- 
over, each member could be pledged by 
his constituentH to accept no moro than 
tho indemnity fixed by tho Act nnd tho 
electors would no doubt bo oi^posed to 
any increase for thoy had not changed 
their miuds since Mr. Walkom was in 
power when they decided that tho increase 
proposed by that gentleman was not ne- 
cessary. He remembered that that gen- 



tleman io spito of the popular 
voice did uovertheloss raise tho 
indemnity to tho present figure. He 
(Mr. S.) hud opposod tho measure at the 
time, cousiuoi ing it a.- broach of good 
faith fur any mombor to increase his in- 
demnity after having agreed to serve his 
constituoncy at a certain figure. The 
statement that if 25 good men could not 
be found at S^QO certainly 33 could not, 
was a very low platform on which to base 
ou argument. Higher motives than a 
mero money consideration should nnd did 
infiuouco somo gontlemen. Thero was 
such a thing as patriotiara. It was a 
wrong priuoiplo, too, to ofibr any stand- 
ard of pay as an inducoinoi.t to legislators 
who should ba indemnified merely against 
loss— just Bullicient to pay their bare ex- 
penses. (Hear, hear, ) With reference to 
tho second principle of the Bill, embraced 
in the aubil iviaiou of jtho Mainland dis 
tricts, he thought anyone who had caro- 
ftiUy considered tho mutter would admit 
that it had baen corefully and judiciously 
done, aud tho different interests had been 
seonrsd direct aud particular ' representa- 
tion. Tale had boeu divided, and whan 



it was remembered that thai distrist was 
some hundreds uf miles from one end to 

the other, and that consequently the vot- 
ers at tho extremes most be strangers to 
each other luid to each other's interests, 
tho necessity for the alteration of the sys- 
tem of representation in that district 
must he apparent. (Hear, hear.) la New 
Westminster district the lumbering bad 
been separated from the agricultural in- 
terests, and again to carry out further the 
auhdiviaion i)rin(^ipIo tho upper portion 
of tho district was to be separated from 
tho lower aud tho idea had found favor in 
tho eyes of tho peoplo of thoso districts 
tbcMiiaelvea. On Vancouver Island it 
could not bo disputed that Victoria City 
with its comparatively large population, 
wealth and intelligence was entitled to an 
additional mombor. Cowichan had Lceo 
referroil to by Kovornl Opposition mem- 
bor.s as unimportant and not eutitlad to 
additional representation. Ho oonld as- 
sure hon. gentlemen that Cowiohan was 
possessed of resources second to none in 
British Columbia, either with regard to 
thoir extent or varied character; in addi- 
tion to its agricultural resources it had 
largo tracts of some of tho finest timber 
laud in tho Province. A large mill would 
bo erected during the coming summor 
which would add considerably to the vot- 
ing popnlation. The coal lands in Oow- 
iohan he said were ostsnsivo, and in ad- 
dition to the same coal measures as are 
found in Nanaimo, anthracite veins of 
splendid quality of 4oal are known to ex- 
ist in several localities within tho district. 
(Hear, hoar.) Tho railway reaervo had 
had a moro injurious effect on Cowichun 
thau any other district, and not only had 
hundreds of intending settlors been kept 
off the agricultural lauds, out tho eoal 
lands also had been locked up. Tho islands 
which it hud boon proposed to form 
inio a now district liad intorosts of thoir 
own quits distinct from tho main part of 
Cowichan. Their sheep farming industry 
and tho extonsivo oil fisheries there car- 
ried on made them of immense import- 
ance, nnd their insular position suggeats 
at once that they should bo alone. He, 
however, was only anxious to havo a good 
measure produced in this Bill, and if 
good reason could bo shown iu committee 
that Nanaimo's claims to an addititmal 
member, rather than Cowichan, ha would 
not stand in the way, but would bo will- 
ing to wait until the next occasion, before 
which time ha trusted Covrichan would 
have so far progressed as to render her 
claims indisputable. (Hear, hear.) In 
1871 the leader of the Opposition hud 
pledgtul himself to bring in a RKdistribu- 
tioii Bill, aud he had before that promis- 
ed tho peoplo of Nanaimo to givo thorn an 
additional representative. He had, how- 
ever, violated these pledges as usual, al- 
though constantly reminded of them by 
the Opposition iu 1875. Notwithstanding, 
bowovor, tho n cossity for a change hav- 
ing beeu admitted four years ago by Mr 
Wk kem and his colleagues, thoy now crii d 
tUat the question is pramaturo aud un- 
necessary, and no doubt they would like 
a district like Kootenay with its 33 voters 
to hold tho balonce of power and vii'tu 
ally rulo tho Province; but such a thing 
could not bo permitted and the pooplo of 
other districts would, as with ono voice, 
endorse the governtiiont in making tho 
change. (Cheers.) Tho government 
had been accused of attempting to punish 
Kootenay for sending two Opposition 
members. To correct that statoment ho 
had only to say that it had been decided 
to make tho change long before the lust 
election took plaeo at Kootenay nnd while 
ouo of its moiubers had a placa on the 
government side of tho Houao. [Hear, 
hear. ] Tho leader of the Opposition had, 
as usual, instead of speakingto the merits 
of the Bill before the House, taken 
tho opportunity of making a gross attack 
on the various members iu the govern- 
ment ranks, who ho thought would not 
roply to him, ho very carefully avoiding 
those whom he knew would strike hacij. 
He had insinuated that ho knew some 
thin< about the janiof member for 
Yale and intimated that if he did not mind 
what ho was duing he would assume his 
informer's garb and tell of him. Ho said 
such a position on tho imrt of an ex-mia- 
iotor was contemptible. Either ho knew 
something that was wrong about Mr. 
Smith or did not; if he did and had sup- 
pressed it so long, be was as blameable as 
Mr. Smith; if he did not then it wna mean 
and cowardly to insinuate as he had done. 
(Hear, hear.) How differently had ho 
boruo himself toward the senior member 
for Yale. Him he feared and applied a 
plentiful supply of soft sawder. Mr. Mara 
was, ho said, a man of intolligence, a man 
in fact worthy of his steel; he took good 
care, however, to keep as far as possible 
out of the reach of his antagonist's wea- 
pon, instead of meeting him foot to foot 
and stool to steel in fair field; instead of 
being glad to meet that gentleman, whose 
prowess he professed to respeot.and fairly 
discuss tho various measures submitted 
to the Hou^e, he attempted to move bim 
out of his path in an underhand manner 
by taking advantage of tho Independence 
Aat aud becoming himself nn informer. 
(Cheers.) The Government had been 
accuBod of corruptly appointing a late 
membor of tho House (Mr. Yowell) to a 
position at Cassiar. Ho was in a position 
to state Mr. Walkem Lad done his utmost 
to buy that gentleman from his allegiance 
to his party, and had signally failed, and 
Mr. Vowoll hud in tho most honorable 
mannor possible repreaonted his coneti- 
tuents in the House without having any 
knowledge that ho would bo offered tha 
appoiutmont he afterwards received. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys said that was not eor- 
rooc, as he had promised him the poei- 
tion himself. 

Mr. Mara said Mr. Vowell was absent 
and tlinrofnro could not defend himt-olf; 
but ho wonld defy any hon. gentleman to 
say that Mr. Vowell was not au honorable 
man aud would therefore take his word. 
Mr. Vowell had spoken to him two or 
thiQo days after the session was over, and 
had told him most emphatically that he 
had no promises from tho Government, 
and bad not evon.mado an application for 
a position. (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon, Mr. Smitho continued: The ap- 
pointment was made becaure Mr, VoweU 
W08 oonsidered the most fitting man for 
tho position and the success of the ap- 
pointment has been dcmonstiated. by tho 
universal satisfaction ho had given to the 
miners of tho Cassiur District. (Hear, 
hear.) Could the same be said with re- 
gard to the appointment of Mr. Booth to 
BJootenay? Mr. Booth had been a mem 
ber of tho House, an opposition member 
at that, and he was bought off by Mr. 
Walkem and thrust upon the people of 
Kootenay. That was not corruption. Ohl 
no! It was done by the immaculate Wal- 
kem. Had it been done by Mr. Elliott, 
however, the whole doantry.u.woQld have 
rung with the howls ottho virtuooB op- 



position. (Cheers.) About tho same time 
the position of Surveyor-General became 
I vacant and another member of tho 
House was approached by Mr. Walkem 
wiih tho oilbr of the place. It ia true tho 
offer was refused, but that was no fault of 
Mr. Walkom. Tho intent wasolear. (Hear.) 
Then would Messrs. Humphreys and 
Walkom say they had never approached 
eacli other. Mr. Humphreys Lad beon in 
opposition to Mr. Walkem as be had beeu 
to Mr. DeOosmoi and Mr. McCroight, as 
ho was to this Govornmont, and wonld bo 
to tho next, and on occasions when Mr. 
Walkem bad got into a tight place flir. H. 
was wont (at least so he used to say) to bo 
tempted by Mr. Walkem, and occasional- 
ly tho opposition had occasion to rejoice 
at tlio prospect of loaing from their ranks 
the worthy Thomas Basil. But that was 
not corruption, Oh! no! (Hoar, hear.) 
Thero was anothor member of the last 
House who had done good service in the 
silent brigado nnd had had a position 
kept open a whole yaar for him, and which 
he stspped into after ho had earned it 
by a oonsistont support for three years of 
Mr. Walkem's party, but th(-ro was no 
corruption iu that. Ohl no! Mr. Walkem 
aud all bis assooiates were pare, at least 
one would think so to hear them talknow 
but wo had all sometimes seen how lusti- 
ly a culprit can shout stop thiaf to turn 
tho attention of tho orowd from himself 
when ho ia running to cscapa from tho 
mynuidous of tho law. (Hear, hoar.) Tho 
opposition bad without any causo what 
ever shouted tliemsolves honrso in level- 
ling accusations of corruption at the gov- 
ernmeut sido of the House and lie aoarco- 
ly thought it required apology on his 
part for having travelled a little 
aaida from liis usual course of sticking 
closely to tho merits of tho question iu 
order to turn over a leaf of the Opposi- 
tion hook for tho edification of its own 
members and he hoped the public in gen- 
oral. (Cheers.) To return to the Bill ho 
would say in conclusion that the object 
of the government was to got as psrfect a 
measure as possible, and with that ond iu 
view thoy would he quite w.'lliug to mako 
such amendments in committee as might 
be shown to bo a decided improvement, 
and ho trusted hon. gentlomea wonld 
lend tboir assistance to produce such an 
Act as would reflect credit on tho House 
and be productive of beneficial results in 
the way of raising the standard of respon- 
aibls government in this Province. (Loud 
appUuRo.) 

^ Mr. Galbraitb regretted much that 
Kootenay was to ho dejtrived of ono mem- 
ber, for it was a mining district, and a 
most important one at that. The popula- 
tion Lad decreased on account of the 
Black Hilla oxcitemout, but he had no 
hesitation in saying that the time would 
come \\hen tho population of Kootenay 
would bo found to bo larger than eithor 
Cariboo or Cassiar, for tho mines wero only 
in their infancy. He trusted tho govorn- 
mont would pause and give Kootenay duo 
ooneidoration, nnd not punish that dis- 
trict because of bis |(Mr. G.'s) shortcom- 
ingg. 

Mr. W. M. Brown tpoke against the 
Bill and ndvooated that tho question of 
redistribution should be put before the 
voters for ratification, and, moved as an 
amendmsnt that the Bill bo read this day 
six mouths, 

The Speaker ruUd tho amendment out 
of order, 

Tho House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
OK Tuesday.

OOLUMBIA RrVER SALMON. — In 1875 

thero wore twelve salmon canneries on the 
Columbia rivor, and tho quantity of fish 
put up in them was 231,000 cases. In 
1876 there were five more oannexiea, and 
the catch of the whole seventeen filled 
428,730 cases. In 1877 there were thirty 
canneries, and the cases numbered but 
395,764. The capacity of the thirty can- 
neries, if worked to tho utmost, was 820,- 
000 oases in 1877. Two of the canneries 
had capacity only equal to 5,000 oases 
each, four to 25,000 each, one to 10,000, 
thirteen to 20,000 eiioh, five to 30,000 eaoh, 
one to 40,000, three to 50,000 each, and 
one (that of the Kinney Brothers) to 160,- 
000 cases or one-fifth of the whole.
